As he had planned it, what he 
did, and said, was in all the 


newspapers of the world, on all 
the radios and 
TV sets. 
Nikita S&S.

Moscow’s diplo- 
matic corps by attending the 


American ambassador’s Fourth 
of July celebration. 
Never before had the leader- 


ship of the Soviet party so much 
as accepted an invitation to the 
United States embassy residence. 


They did not attend to exhibit 
the social graces in drinking tea, 
cocktails or vodka. 

They were there to make 
news. 


They were present to further 
propagandize Russia as going to 
the Geneva Conference this 
month as the nation seeking 
peace. 

They were there to offset, if 
they could, what they now seem 
to have regarded as a peculiarly 
good bit of propaganda in that 
same field by the President of 
the United States, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. At his press con- 
ference last week the President 
had spoken up strongly for peace 
and had pledged himself and 
the United States delegation to 
every effort toward a genuine, 
fair peace. It was, in a sense, 
a digest of his very able address 
to the United Nations anniver- 
gary gathering late last month 
in San Francisco. 


One thing the President said 
irked the Russians. He stated 


the satellite nations (those held 


by Russia, such as Hungary, Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia 
and others) should be granted 
freedom of choice in much the 
same manner as had Austria. 
Khrushchev said he did not like 
that—but indorsed the rest of the 
Eisenhower statement. 


Propaganda 


The Russian leadership knew 
it could not find, anywhere in 
the world, a more effective 
sounding board for propaganda 
than by attending and speaking 
at the American Fourth of July 
celebration in Moscow. 

It was in bad taste. Khru- 
shchev knew it. He apologized 
for it, saying, ‘I am sorry. I 
am a guest here. Maybe I have 
said something unpleasant.”’ 

He knew! He knew! Never 
was tongue so obviously in 
cheek. 

It was all shrewdly planned. 
Khrushchev had used the famil- 
iar Communist line so familiar 
in Asian discussions: *“‘We want 
to be treated as equals.”” He 
pictured the Soviet Union as 
ready to make “‘honest’’ agree- 
ments at Geneva. 


Coexistence 


It must be understood by all 
Americans that ‘‘peaceful co- 
existence’ means something 
quite different to the Russians 
than it does to us. Actually, of 
course, there is “peaceful co- 
existence’’ now in that we are 
not at war. And it is true that 
the alternative to peaceful co- 
existence is war, as President 
Eisenhower and all world lead- 
ers agree. 

But to the Russians, peaceful 
coexistence”’ is a political policy. 
To us it means ‘‘peace,’’ or an 
absence of war. But as the 
Communists use the phrase, it 
means a relaxing of world ‘‘ten- 
sions.’’ Here again, in the Com- 
munist jargon, this is a political 
policy. There are world ten- 
sions because they are created. 
Beginning in 1946, the Russians 
began to tighten tensions the 
way the players of stringed in- 
struments do when a symphony 
tunes up. There were all sorts 
of squeaking, scraping tensions. 
Then came the ‘‘tension’’ of Ko- 
rea with the Chinese joining in 
to increase it. 

Unhappily, ‘‘coexistence’”’ is a 
Communist political policy. The 
Russians and Chinese trust it will 
enable them to carry on peaceful 
political infiltration. It will be the 
worst of folly if we don't re- 
main tense enough to maintain 
military strength. The Russians 
and Chinese most certainly will 
not relax their tension of effort 
in that field. 

So, as the President has said, 
we honestly will seek to bring 
about peace and peaceful co- 
existence. We don’t want war. 
But if we are lulled into relax- 
ing too far we may lose all. 
This our leadership seems, at 
last, to know.

The news from Hungary confirms pre- 
vious reports of discontent. 
help explain the “change” in Russia. 

There is just one definite item out 
of Hungary, one of the Soviet-held satel- 
lite countries. This news is that for the 
past two weeks Red police have carried 
gn of terror with midnight ar- 
rests, and restrictions against 
more than two persons gathering together. 
There are rumors of an incipient revolt. 
This could be true. But there are likely 
enough Soviet troops handy to crush it. 

One report is that food storage points 
under special armed guards. This 
is likely factual. 

It brings us right back to Secretary 
Khrushchev and his harangue at the U.S. 
Embassy Independence Day celebration. 
The stocky, balding Communist leader 
let it be known he was stung by reports 
of Russian agricultural failures. He said 
his country could “hold on” with her own 
w heat 

It is the opinion of our own experts 
that the Russians can do this—because of 
reserves in storage. These reserves have 
largely been drawn from the satellite 
states—such as Hungary. 

It is a fact that these satellites—par- 
ticularly Hungary, Romania, Czechoslo- 
vakia and Bulgaria—all had higher stand- 
ards of living before coming under 
Communist domination. In Russia, as in 
‘hina, many persons may believe them- 
selves “better off’ insofar as food, jobs 
and basic possessions are coricerned. 

But this certainly is not true in the 
satellites. 

They know better. 

They are aware they have been leeched 
of their goods and farm products to raise 
the Russian standards while their own 
declined. 

If the Hungarians can make the world 
see their discontent it will be helpful in 
the deliberations at Geneva. If the satel- 
lites are able to continue their discontent 
they may, in the years ahead, be able to

Peron’s Speech Proves 
He’s Still in Trouble 


There wasn’t much substance to “the 
much-heralded ‘‘speech to the nation” by 
President Juan D. Peron, of Argentina. It 
did reveal he is still in trouble and Jacks 
the stability he needs and desires. 

He is asking “responsible men” from 
the opposition parties to join him in ar- 
ranging a truce. The trouble is, the op- 
position leaders are in exile, in jail or 
dead. Those who fled to foreign coun- 
tries lost all their properties. Among 
them, of course, are the owners of the 
newspaper La Prenza, which was rated 
the best publication in all Latin America. 

Peron says enemies are talking about 
him on the telephone and otherwise keep- 
ing the people in a state of uncertainty 
and unrest. His call for a truce indicates 
he isn’t strong enough to handle the situ- 
ation. It adds up to a conclusion that the 
end of Juan Peron as dictator of Argen- 
tina is not as far away as it was. In fact, 
it may be real close. We hope so on the 
basis that any change will be for the 
better. 


This Highway Slaughter 
Is a National Insanity 


Fourth of July deaths from accidents, 
more than half of them in traffic, will set 
an all-time record. Tuesday afternoon 
the count stood at 700 dead, with the 
total expected to soar to almost 800 when 
all reports are in. 

Here in Georgia a total of 26 persons 
died violently, 
haps. The national toll in traffic is ap- 
proximately 400 dead. 

It is an understatement to say that 
these figures are appalling. They are 
shocking and provide a dismal commen- 
tary on the stability and intelligence of 
the American people. None of them need 
have happened. 

Exclusive of all other deaths from 
accidents, the toll on our roads is a na- 
tional scandal. Murder and mayhem are 
becoming the rule and apparently noth- 
ing can stop them. But somehow they 
must be stopped. 

We've heard all the reasons explained. 
Overtaxed roads, high speeds, drunk driv- 
ing and poor law enforcement get con- 
stant attention from our safety experts. 
The greatest killer appears to be speed, 
but there is always the driver who is 
responsible. 

There is no single solution outside of 
each individual’s becoming a person of 
common sense behind the wheel. Since 
this appears to be out of the question, 
the problem must be attacked from all 
angles. 

The most obvious need is better po- 
licing of our roads and streets. Drivers 
must be held accountable for their actions. 
Every speeder, every drunk and reckless 
driver is a potential murderer. 

The problem is becoming one that 
transcends state lines. It is one of the 
gravest issues on the national scene. It is 
a type of national insanity. It deserves to 
be treated as such. 

More than 400 died on the Fourth of 
July weekend. More than 35,000 were 
killed on the roads in 1954 and this year’s 
toll will be greater. Surely it’s time that 
the Ameriean people become aware of 
their danger and do something to protect 
themselves.

Air Strength Has Become 


Key to Military Superiority 


In the Foreign Policy Bulletin 


Who is ahead in air power—the United States or the U.S.S.R.? 

The reason why this subject is so important and so discussed is 
that air power is now the key to our military superiority (if we still 
have it) over the U.S.S.R. Two to five years ago the key was possession 
of A- and H-bombs—but that was before Moscow upset the calculations 
of the West by producing the A-bomb earlier than Washington thought 
it could and then constructing an H-bomb quicker and cheaper than the 


United States believed possible. 
The confusion that exists over 
this question, despite all the expla- 
nations of Secretary of Defense 
Charles FE. Wilson, stems from 
two things: the fact that nobody 
really knows just what Soviet air 


strength is, and the conflicting 
statements made by those who 
should know something at least 


about the relative strengths of the 
two air forces. A third issue also 
complicates the question. This is 
the difficulty of equating a com- 
plex of variables, of not just try- 
ing to add up fighters and medi- 
um bombers and heavy bombers 
and finding a single figure, but of 
comparing quality, production ca- 
pacity, maintenance requirements, 
base sites, pilot training and so 
on, of the two countries. Try add- 
ing up these various factors, and 
it becomes obvious that no one can 
talk with certainty, although many 
undertake to do so. 

What touched off this debate was 
the Moscow air show on May Day. 
This exhibition of jet fighters, jet 
bombers and particularly intercon- 
tinental jet bombers, was not only 
an eye opener to the United States, 
but a solar plexus blow to the Pen- 
tagon, despite all efforts to con- 
ceal its impact. Secretary Wilson's 
talk this spring had all been about 
ihe Soviets’ ‘defense air force.” 
And even after May 1, with all its 
horrible implications, the Secre- 
tary continued to talk in a reas- 
suring manner. He was backed by 
President Eisenhower, who at a 
press conference said it ‘‘just 
wasn't so’ that the United States 
had jost airplane leadership to the 
Russians in a twinkling. The ques- 


tion, however, which several peo- 
ple, notably Sen. Stuart Syming- 
ton, Democrat of Missouri, ex-Sec- 
retary of the Air Force, had raised 
was, not whether the United States 
nad lost air leadership, but wheth- 
er it was losing leadership; not 
whether such a shift had occurred 
“in a twinkling,”’ but whether it 
was occurring before our eyes. 

Secretary Wilson's actions, fol- 
lowing May Day, speak louder 
than his words. Within two weeks 
he had announced a 35 per cent 
speed-up in production rate of 
B-52s, America’s jet intercontinent- 
al bomber. Within a month he was 
saying the United States planned 
to step up its production of super- 
soni: fighters. Soon after that he 
asked Congress for $356 million 
more than the House had voted 
for a speed-up in B-52 construction 
and, more significantly, for $206 
million more than the President 
had requested of Congress. 

Moscow may not have achieved 
total superiority, but it was gain- 
ing on the United States. It was 
training more scientists than the 
United States; had developed a jet 
engine apparently with more thrust 
than the United States prototype; 
was working furiously on the inter- 
continental missile; already had op- 
erational intercontinental jet bomb- 
ers; was quantitatively ahead in 
planes. 

The Soviet May Day show seems 
to have accomplished what G-2 
and C.I.A. could not; it alarmed 
officials, alerted Congress, and, it 
must be hoped, reversed the trend 
that would surely at some time 
have put the U.S.S.R. ahead of the 
United States in air strength. 
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and the occupants of his machine. 
This type venture is real cool and, 
of course, shows that the idiot has 
an inferiorty complex. 

Another lunatic that should be 
wrapped carefully in a padded cell 
with the key shipped to China is 
the stripe that straddles the path- 
way and when you try to pass 
him he speeds up.

No Answer 
For Some 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

If you are just a whiff over 
or under five feet tall, and bor- 
dering on buxom, then every- 
thing you eat seems to go to 
fat and crowd the waist. You get 
more miles to the calories, so to 
speak. 

This is true for a number of 
reasons. It’s a combination of 
even temperament; a short, ef- 
ficient digestive tract, and a 
fondness for food, You love to 
cook, love to eat and oh, how 
well food agrees with you! 

The way to go happily along 
is not fo try to be streamlined— 
that would be against your na- 


ture. Your healthy normal 
weight is within 110 to 115 
pounds for 5 feet . . . with 5 ex- 


tra pounds for each added inch. 

Subtract 5 pounds for each 
inch you are under 5 feet. At 
that figure you'll be pleasingly 
plump, but certainly not over- 
weight. And you'll feel your 
peppy, energetic best. 

If you are inclined to eat too 
fast, start the meal with a cup 
of: hot bouillon, or hot soup made 
with skim milk. Also have some- 
thing chewey, such as celery and 
radishes, or a mixed green salad 
with special low-calorie dress- 
ing. 

At the main course, trim the 
fat from the meat. Once alert 
to the fact that a serving of lean 
meat can be twice the size for 
the same number of calories if 
the fat is trimmed off, then cut- 
ting fats is a positive pleasure. 

You can enjoy a half-baked 
potato, cut lengthwise, a level 
teaspoon of butter added. Vege- 
tables, cooked quickly, retain 
their flavor. If you will eat the 
main course slowly and savor 
for flavor, you will feel satis- 
fied witlhy less quantity. 

There is a neat way to deal 
with dessert calories, too. De- 
cide what you want to do about 
desserts — to have a favorite 
once or twice a week, or to have 
a slimming serving, or low-cal- 
orie desserts more often.

Story Penned 


They call him ‘Mr. Religion."’ They also call him ‘‘Preacher.”’ 
But the title by which he is best known is the technically er- 


roneous, ““Bishop of Heard County.”’ 

The Rev. J. C. Adams, an honorary Doctor of Divinity and 
a “‘bishop’’ in the Methodist church by acclamation of hundred 
of rural church-goers, has long been one of the best stories in 
Georgia. 


Now that story has been written. 

With skill, humor and affection Emory University’s Dora 
Byron has set down and the Church & Community Institute, Inc., 
is publishing the life and times of one of Georgia's colorful citi- 
zens. The title of the book, due off the press July 10, is—nat- 
urally!—‘‘Bishop of Heard County.” 


A lot of Georgians know Dr. Adams and his wife, Moselle, 
intimately. The 74-year-old minister has served countless country 
churches and some city ones here in Atlanta since he was granted 
his license to preach in June, 1902. But the scope of his energies 
and of his tremendously practical faith will surprise many people 
who know him and inspire thousands of others who have only 
heard of him. 


The way Dora has written it and the way Dr. Adams has 
lived it, the life of a circuit-riding Methodist minister makes 
lively, even thrilling, reading. He is a builder and a doer—present 
tense. For although he has retired he is not ready to suspend dll 
activity, as his ‘‘Looking Forward’’ conclusion to the book shows. 

The statistics on Dr. Adams’ achievements, particularly in 
the once-backward county of Heard where he has served for 
more than a quarter of a century, are impressive. The churches 
built, the churches remodeled, the health clinics and the hospital, 
the young people helped go off to college, the betterment of the 
local schools, the physical and spiritual rehabilitation of the county 
seat, Franklin—all of these come in for attention. 

But, of course, what appeals to the reader most is the per- 
sonality and philospohy of Dr. Adams himself. 

“His is a this-world theology,’’ Miss Byron writes, 
of health and welfare, of goodness.’’ 

The ‘‘bishop’”’ himself says, ‘‘Souls are healthier in healthy 
bodies. Our first duty is to the living. I figure that preaching a 
funeral is the least thing that needs doing.’’

Waste of Gifted Students Perils
